DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 5-1 2 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/02/05. Claims 
1-4, 13 and 14 will be considered herein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Huang et al. (US 5,953,707). 

Huang et al. shows, figure 16, a decision support system for the management of 
an agile supply chain. Figure 16 shows demand management and supply management 
constantly being updated or reconciled in iterative loops I, S, and P (predetermined 
periods of time). 

From column 24, lines 34-43, the Demand Management Frame 130 supplies the 
Forecast Data 146 (bottom-up and top-down forecasts) (means for preparing first 
forecast data). The PSI Reconciliation Activity 170 in concert with the SFP Module 132 
revises the top-down forecasts and reconciles the bottom-up and top-down forecasts 
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(means for modifying forecast data). This is an iterative process, which is shown as the 
"S" loop (in the top right quadrant in the process flow diagram. If any changes to the 
bottom-up forecasts are warranted, the PSI Planning Frame 160 interacts with the 
Demand Management Frame 130 to make the necessary changes. 

Figures 22-24 show the vendor managed supply process. In concert with 
demand management's forecasts a replenishment schedule or production plan (quantity 
and time by which a component vendor is to provide inventories) is developed and 
implemented (discharged instructions). 

The system is valid for generic products.
